Secretary Hugh McWhorter is to be con- 
gratulated upon the splendid breed promo- 
tion work that he and the other members of 
the Mercer County Aberdeen-Angus Breed- 
ers’ Association have accomplished in the 
territory round about Aledo, Illinois. The 
association has grown steadily upon a well 
planned foundation until there are more 
than one hundred active breeders of Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle within Mercer county. 
For better than half a century has this busi- 
ness been in the process of development and 
the McWhorters have been actively in the 
forefront. L. McWhorter, may well be 
counted as the daddy of the whole affair, 
for he is one of the pioneers who long ago 
pinned his faith to the Bonnie Blacks. The 
success of these people has been observed 
all the while by their neighbors who have 
one by one been added to the ever growing 
force behind this organization and the Aber- 
deen-Angus breed. In the first place priv- 
ate treaty sales constituted about the only 
means for distribution of the surplus breed- 
ing cattle. Then followed an annual sale, 
and next both a spring and a fall sale, and 
now for the first time the breeders of Mer- 
cer county ventured forth with a second 
spring or summer sale—all have been high- 
ly successful, even this last sale which took 
place in the association’s own sale barn at 
Aledo, on Thursday, June 2d, with Hugh 
McWhorter in charge and Col. Bill Cooper 
in the auction box. L. McWhorter was on 
hand to observe the trend of affairs, and 
Hugh’s twin sons representing the third 
generation were busy with their entries and 
giving a lift wherever possible. So goes the 
parade. Other members of the association 
and their sons were busy too. Just what is 
going to happen to stop the progress of an 
organization like this? Not a thing in the 
world can keep the Mercer county breeders 
from forging ahead. They ‘had a plan, well 
grounded in the breeding of good cattle and 
the proper merchandising of their surplus. 
Every transaction carries with it the assur- 
ance of a satisfactory deal. Buyers have 
come to realize this and as a result quit 
their work to attend an auction regardless 
of when it may be held. Seasonal work 
on the farms kept a few buyers away no

It has been a great year. Never in the 
history of your breed publication have the 
breeders of Aberdeen-Angus cattle been 
more loyal in their support of the only mon- 
thly publication in ail the world devoted 
exclusively to the promotion ot Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle. Never betore has the Aber- 
deen-Angus Journal employed a more loyal 
field force, and never before has that force 
been so royally received at the hands of 
breeders everywhere. It is this close co- 
operation that has made our progress so 
marked and it is a continuance of such co- 
operation that will bring our breed into 
still greater tame in the future. Where 
there is such accord there can be but a 
single answer—a forward step. it is gener- 
ally conceded that the breed is today in 
the strongest hands of any time since its 
introduction in America. There are the 
greatest number of active, constructive 
preeders giving their attention to the im- 
provement of the breed ever recorded in 
this country. ; 

Generally speaking the breed is standing 
today at the pinnacle of its success. True 
there have been days and there have been 
times when higher valuations have been re- 
corded in both private treaty and public auc- 
tion transactions, but it is doubtful whether 
there has been a time when a moderate 
level, such as is in existence today, so wide- 
ly prevailed. Valuations are such as to 
make the breeding operations successful 
from a financial viewpoint—the seller can 
produce cattle at these prices and the buyer 
in turn, can make his purchases and feel 
assured that he is on a sound, substantial 
basis, one that will bring reasonable returns 
upon his investment of both money and 
labor. Such a situation is conducive to ex- 
pansion and this steady expansion is plain- 
ly marked in the fact that demand exceeds 
the supply of good cattle. In general, 
breeders are taking more care in the selec- 
tion of the cattle they have to offer—send- 
ing the less desirable individuals via the 
shambles—this part of our breeding busi- 
ness might well be carried still further, for 
unless strictly high class cattle are offered 
the breed will not progress at the rate that 
its quality merits. 

A marked improvement has been noted 
during the year in the preparation of public 
sale cattle and those who have gone to the 
trouble to prepare their cattle in flesh and 
finish and present them in good form, have 
been well repaid for that extra work. The 
Aberdeen-Angus Journal is firmly of the 
opinion that still more bulls should go the 
market route for surely the better the bulls 
that go into service the more rapidly will 
the progress of the breed go forward. We 
have been on both ends of the line in the 
past, producing and selling breeding cattle 
along with the publication of the Journal 
and realize how easy it is to make one’s self 
believe that his bull is better than he really 
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is. It’s not an easy matter to cull closely 
and for that reason there is no criticism 
offered for what has been done in the past. 
These suggestions are made merely that our 
breeders might assume a more critical at- 
titude in the selection of the breeding cattle 
that they are to send out from their breed- 
ing herds. Many a breeder who has used due 
care in selecting the cattle that he has sent 
out to serve as foundation material has built 
for himself a sound, substantial business. 
On the other hand too many of us have al- 
lowed the purchaser to look out for himself. 
That was a practice that used to prevail in 
horse trading circles when I was a kid, but 
it’s not the theory nor the practical thing to 
do in the beef cattle business of today. ‘he 
breeder with experience owes it to his pa- 
trons to share with them his experience, in 
other words his future depends largely 
upon his attitude toward his patrons and 
the success he helps to build for them. The 
Journal is truly happy that this latter spirit 
is rapidly displacing the old program of 
allowing “the devil to look after himself.” 

And now, dear friends, Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders and readers of the Journal who are 
contemplating entering the Aberdeen-Angus 
breeding business, we close this Volume by 
offering to you one and all our sincere 
appreciation of your splendid cooperation 
during the past twelve months period. Im- 
mediately we turn to the task of making 
Volume 20 the greatest breed promoter in 
all history—and believe it or not we are go- 
ing to rely more than ever on you as in- 
dividual breeders and supporters of the 
Bonnie Blacks to give us your whole heart- 
ed support in the year that will unfold 
with the publication of the Anniversary 
number under date of August 1st.

More Bangs! 


The Ayrshire Breeders’ Association has 
adopted the attached resolution, covering in 
a more mild and gracious manner than 
yours truly has ever been able to assume, 
an appeal for a safe, sane and sensible in- 
vestigation of the processes involved in pre- 
sent day Bang’s disease control programs. 
The Journal takes pleasure in presenting to 
its readers for their consideration not only 
the resolution but comments on the discus- 
sion preceding its adoption. It might be 
well for the American Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association to adopt similar reso- 
lutions at its coming annual meeting, and 
it might be well also for us all to be think- 
ing about the highly unsatisfactory applica- 
tion of these tests. Only a few days ago 
we were discussing this very problem with 
a prominent breeder and showman who had 
undergone this experience: He had shipped

s cattle to a certain fair to be ibi 
in the usual way with other herds in 
petition. it just so happened that his 
thirty-day test expired the day his cattl 
landed and he was forced to put his herd 
through the grueiing blood drawing Process 
on a very hot day which had a tendency to 
unstring them and throw them off feed aij 
to his disadvantage. Now, had the time 
limit expired a day or two later atter the 
cattle had been shown the local authorities 
would not have required the retest. The 
thing we want to know is whether it was 
possible for this herd to pick up the disease 
on that carefully guarded tair ground and 
develop it to the point of being able to jp. 
tect other cattle more readily the day the 
test expired or the day following? ‘There 
are a lot of things we don’t understand 
about this test, its dependability, or the 
method oi applying the program, and for 
that reason the Journal is heartily in fayoy 
ot sufficient research to discover at least 
whether or not there is anything to the 
process before we are compelled to submit 
our cattle finally to an arbitrary test d- 
rected by people who have no interest what- 
ever in preserving the generations of care- 
ful, painstaking labor involved in develop. 
ing the beautiful specimens of today. The 
Ayrshire Breeders’ Association resolution 
follows: 


THE RESOLUTION: 

At the recent annual meeting of the 
Ayrshire Breeders’ Association, the follow. 
ing resolution regarding the present Bang’s 
disease control program was unanimously 
adopted: 

Inasmuch as the control of Bang’s 
disease is of primary importance 
to the dairy cattle industry, the 
members of the Ayrshire Breeders’ 
Association herewith go on record 
in favor of more adequate financial 
support for state and federal agen- 
cies so that they may undertake 
more comprehensive research to de- 
termine the most efficient methods 
of controlling this disease. 
Furthermore, that the results of all 
control measures, including the 
present  test-and-slaughter plan, 
calfhood vaccination, and area test- 
ing be studied with equal diligence; 
that the successes and failures of 
these various methods be given 
equal publicity; and that in fair- 
ness to the cattle industry, a true 
scientific motive, entirely devoid of 
propaganda, should govern the 
work of investigators, administra- 
trive officials and educators who 
are interested in this subject. 

In the discussion which preceded the 
adoption of this resolution, it was pointed 
out that notwithstanding the fact that over 
one and a half million cattle have been 
slaughtered as reactors to the Bang’s test, 
at a tremendous cost to owners and both 
state and federal governments, but a rela- 
tive small amount of research work has 
been done to study the effectiveness of var- 
ious control measures. Members of the 
association endorsed a greater investment in 
research, for in their opinion, there may be 
more economical and possibly more effective 
means of controlling this scourge than by 
the present program. The need that all

THE DODDIES DRESS—AND HOW? 


Collinsville, Illinois, December 24, 1937. 
Madison Packing Company, Madison, Illinois. 

Dear Sir: On November 19th the American Packing 
Company purchased my daughter’s Aberdeen-Angus calf 
which placed third in the Aberdeen-Angus breed at the 
Producers Baby Beef Show at St. Louis. Mr. Mullen of 
the American Packing Company told me that this calf was 
to be killed at your plant and delivered to the Kroger 
Stores in Collinsville, Illinois. I am very anxious to learn 
the dressing percentage of this calf, so please inform me 
as to the number of pounds of dressed meat this calf pro- 
duced. The managers of the meat department of the Kro- 
ger Stores in Collinsville told me that one store received 
376 pounds and the other store received 377 pounds, or a 
total of 753 pounds. If this is correct then the dressing 
percentage of this calf would be 76%, as the calf went ov- 
er the scales at the yards weighing 990 pounds. (990 
pounds being the weight.for which my daughter was paid.) 
This information will be very helpful to both my children 
and myself in future feeding. Thanking you in advance 
for your trouble in getting this information to me, I am, 
Yours very truly,— Benj.

Until just two years ago Maryland Uni- 
versity’s live stock program was limited to 
dairy husbandry but the many new herds 
of beef cattle and especially Aberdeen-An- 
gus has been some cause at least for Mary- 
land as a University to build a wider Ani- 
mal Husbandry program, and through the 
efforts of many that program is now being 
done. 

Too much credit cannot be given to Dr. 
H. C. Byrd, president of the University and 
a great believer in agriculture that includes 
a sound basis with live stock, both beef and 
dairy. It is his efforts in securing the nec- 
essary funds, the assistance to get the work 
done that has made possible the building of 
a series of barns, for dairy cattle, beef cat- 
tle, horses and sheep and hogs. One other 
rather interesting factor in the program is 
that all monies received from the sales of 
live stock will be re-invested in live stock, 
so Maryland should and will be able to own 
and breed more and better live stock as 
time goes on. . 

In charge of both dairy and animal hus- 
bandry is Prof. K. C. Ikeler and to super- 
vise the building, the purchasing of live 
stock, the extension work being done and 
the many details of actual class room edu- 
cation uses all of his day-time hours and 
frequently takes a toll on the mid-night 
oils. Ken, as Prof. Ikeler is known to most 
of the Maryland breeders of live stock will 
never rest until Maryland University has 
the equal of any animal husbandry depart- 
ment. Jos. Vial, possibly better known to 
Aberdeen-Angus breeders because of his 
association with the Maryland Aberdeen- 
Angus Association continues to work in the 
extension end of it, and it must be a source 
of satisfaction to Prof. Ikeler to have one 
so willing and able, one who knows no job 
too difficult to tackle nor too menial to do. 
In fact one hears throughout Maryland that 
if a job need be done, ask Joe and he will 
do it, frequently, himself on the labor end. 

But, we are naturally interested in the 
Aberdeen-Angus, and the first purchase of 
breeding stock was made in 1936. At that 
time five cows with steer calves at foot 
were purchased from Fox Hill Farms at 
Fallston, three daughters of Briarcliff 
Black Emperor, and one each of The Sirdar 
and Elmar of Briarcliff. Bulls have been 
borrowed, and to Andelot Stock Farms, goes 
the honor for the use of a herd sire. But 
that too was expected for W. A. McGregor 
is possibly as interested in seeing Maryland 
University a leading college for agriculture 
and live stock as any private citizen in the 
state. His advice on many things has al- 
ready proven of great value to them. Again 
in the spring of this year, additions were 
made all being secured at the Maryland 
sale at Frederick on May 2d. These five 
came from three of Maryland’s fine herds, 
Cremona Farm, Andelot and Wickwire. 


We are looking forward to the time when 
Maryland University will be setting the 
pace in the breeding of Aberdeen-Angus, 
and under present conditions with the in- 
terest and enthusiasm that time is coming. 
For Maryland has the breeders, it has the 
cattle, and the men at the University who 
will go on to make their agricultural depart- 
ment a leading one in the country, and with 
it a place where breeders can get informa- 
tion and advice.

In addition to feeding out the calves from 
our Aberdeen-Angus cattle we buy 300 or 
400 feeder cattle a year and feed thi ri out. 
We ran into a right interesting th 1g on 
one bunch. 

On November 23, 1937 we bought twenty- 
five head of steers from a dealer who had 
shipped them into Maryland from the West 
about a month and a half before. The 
bunch was made up of eighteen grade Here- 
ford steers and seven grade Aberdeen-An- 
gus steers. They had all come in together 
and we took them all without making a cut. 
They would have been classed as about good 
feeders in Chicago or Kansas City. To us the 
black steers did not seem to be of quite as 
good quality as the Herefords. When we 
bought them we weighed them up separately 
and the seven Blacks weighed 4620 pounds or 
an average of 660 pounds, and the eighteen 
Herefords weighed 13080 or an average of 
727 pounds. They all went right into the 
same feed lot and were never separated 
again until they were sold and they received 
until they were sold, hay, ensilage, about 
four pounds of corn per head, molasses, and 
about one and one half pounds protein per 
head. We sold them on April 29, 1938 and 
weighed the Blacks up separately from the 
Whitefaces and the buyer killed them out 
and kept his percentage yields separate. 
The selling weight on the seven Black cattle 
was 6725 pounds or a gain of 301 pounds 
per head, or 1.93 pounds per day and they 
killed out 57.55 percent. The selling weight 
on the eighteen Whitefaces was 17510 
pounds or a gain of 246 pounds per head, 
or 1.58 pounds per day, and they killed out 
56.77 percent. (The butcher kept the 
eighteen Whiteface cattle in two bunches 
and their killing percentages were 57.48

Mr. Hagner and his herds- 
man, Dave Sutherland, who had flown out 
from Broadview at Warrenton, Virginia, 
had spent two days checking the cattle, 
planning to take back to Broadview a car- 
load of the top females. The price on this 
cow was $800.00. The purchase at this time

It’s a long list, too long to be re- 
peated here, however when the roll is called 
for this load we find such animals listed 
as Blackcap of Rosemere 112th, a daughter 
of Eileenmere 61st and a member of the 
show group, who passed the auction stand 
at $2500.00 which was the second high in- 
dividual in the entire offering. Along with 
her went Novice 28th of Rosemere a nine 
months old heifer by the same sire, also a 
member of the show string, and her ticket 
read $1250.00; and there was Ectessa 4th a 
daughter of Eileenmere 32d, another mem- 
ber of the show herd, she representing the 
famous Ectessa family so highly prized in 
the Tolan herd, she had been bred to Kil- 
eenmere 157th, and the last bid called for 
$1025.00; still another. member of this 
group was LEileenmere’s Prizetta 2d, a 
daughter of the International grand cham- 
pion Eileenmere 15th and she sold at 
$775.00, and next to her stood Queen of 
Rosemere 107th, she a daughter of Prize- 
mere 32d and her dam was a daughter of 
Meraman of Tierra Alta. She hac been 
bred to Ericmere 60th and sold at $750.00. 
The Broadview collection was one of the 
largest, in fact the second largest by one 
buyer and comprised a splendid assortment 
of individuals, all of which should find a 
place in helping to keep the Broadview in 
a favorable position before the public. 

At ten o’clock the second day Col. Thomp- 
son again called the crowd to order. As 
before the mammoth tent was filled to ca- 
pacity. President Fullerton and Secretary 
Tomhave, each addressed the vast assemb- 
lage from the auction stand, then Manager 
Plummer of the Pacific International at 
Portland, where Otto V. Battles has long 
been a director and promoter of the show, 
told what it had meant to have the great 
Congdon & Battles herd in the west, and 
expressed a desire that his good friend Ot- 
to V. Battles might find it to his best in- 
terests to locate in the west and there carry 
on the good work that he has so nobly con- 
ducted in the past. Secretary Crawford of 
the Canadian Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ 
Association was introduced and brought 
greetings from our neighboring country on 
the North. Minister of Agriculture Mullen, 
of Alberta, was also introduced and spoke 
briefly. 

And then we went to work, for the sec- 
ond session was due. The bidding was just 
as lively as on the first day. On Monday 
140 lots had been sold in the brief time be- 
tween one and six o’clock in the aiternoon. 
By one-thirty on Tuesday the sale was over, 
190 lots had found new homes. The cattle 
had been scattered far and wide.

ing herd at Amandale Farm, Upperville 
Virginia. An experienced Texas cattleman, 
Mr. Holliday was rather hard to please and 
made his selections only after due consider. 
ation of their individual merit. His first 
choice was made when the fourteenth fe. 
male entered the ring. This was Queen of 
Rosemere 121st and she was sired by Prize. 
mere 32d and was well along in calf to Ril. 
eenmere 61st. She cost the wily Texan 
just $800.00. Three other splendid females 
were later added and finally the three year 
old herd bull, Blackmere 195th, a son of 
Eileenmere 61st was selected to head the 
herd that is to be built at Amandale. This 
is a Congdon & Battles tried sire out of a 
daughter of the International grand cham- 
pion Oakville Quiet Lad by Black Wood- 
lawn. His second dam being by the famous 
old Bell’s Eclipser who was the sire of 
Black Woodlawn. A real herd sire backed 
by the best the breed has had to offer. 

George K. Bailey, Wickwire Farm, Earle- 
ville, Maryland, made a couple of wise se- 
lections when he purchased a pair of daugh- 
ters of the famous old bull Prizemere 9th 
at $1025.00 for the pair. They were of 1924 
vintage, a fact that would never have been 
surmised from their appearance. Blackcap 
of Rosemere 25th whose dam was by the 
International grand champion Idolmere by 
Oakville Quiet Lad, had with her a cow calf 
by Barbarian of Rosemere 86th. Pride of 
Rosemere 67th was from a granddaughter 
of both Oakville Quiet Lad and the great 
McHenry show and breeding bull, Star of 
Denison. These rugged old matrons so 
close to the great bulls of the past are in- 
deed priceless gems in the hands of men 
like George K. Bailey, who is a real student 
of breeding. 

“Smoke” Meier of the firm of Meier 
Brothers, Melbourne, Iowa, does not attend 
sales for fun. Don’t think for a minute that 
this big boy was not using his knowledge 
of breeding values when he selected as a 
future herd bull, Epponian 11th of Rose- 
mere, who is a full brother to the famous 
cow Epponia C. B. 2d, the top cow in this 
dispersion sale and dam of an International 
grand champion son. This was indeed a 
bargain for the ticket was marked but 
$550.00—and did Smoke grin when the auc- 
tioneer said “sold”. Myron Fuerst, of 
Fuerst Stock Farm, Pine Plains, New York, 
took home seven head of females to be used 
in his breeding herd, where already many 
outstanding females reside. Most every one 
who entered the pen where the “old” cows 
were stalled immediately checked Kindness 
C. B. 2d, even though she was past seven- 
teen years of age, for there was following 
her a great herd bull prospect. She was a 
daughter of Meraman of Tierra Alta, an 
her dam was by Oakville Quiet Lad, and 
her next dam was a daughter of old Imp. 
Earl Eric of Ballindalloch. This bull calf 
was sired by Eileenmere 157th a Cridlan 
Evergreen 
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son of Tolan’s International 
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grand champion Eileenmere 85th. Most ev- 
eryone had expected the pair to slip through 
the ring_in low; but no such luck for the 
puyers. Several students of breeding, type, 
quality and conformation, were determined 
to own this little herd bull.

Then I recall another time, after the little 
bull had been calved that Lt-Col. Davidson 
made a statement to the effect that if any 
daughters of Fannie Bess had been sold, 
Cremona ought to try and repurchase them. 

Earl Eric of 
Ballindalloch has played an important part 
in the making of this young bull what he is 
—a real prospect for a show bull and a 
herd sire. Enamma was one of the great- 
est cows ever imported. The Edellas were 
another tribe that found great favor with 
the Eschers and their patrons. Old Imp. 
Eline of Balmoral was the foundress of one 
of the most substantial families known in 
this country and one of the most coveted. 
Blackcap McHenry 104th was indeed an in- 
dispensable factor in Aberdeen-Angus his- 
tory, her progeny ranked with the best. She 
was the dam of the International grand 
champion Blackcap Revolution whose name 
appears in this tabulation. She was the 
dam of Blackcap Revolution Again, gener- 
ally conceded to have been the equal of his 
brother, Blackcap Revolution. She also was 
the dam of Blackcap Bertram, the highest 
selling bull of the breed. She also produced 
some great heifers. 

Price Ito was a Highland Society cham- 
pion and sire of Prince Ito 2d an Interna- 
tional grand champion. Ensign of Glencar- 
nock made history in the Glencarnock herd 
as well as for the Hartleys and it was his 
son Ensign of Page who produced a great 
lot of show cattle. Faultless Pass was an 
International junior champion and he sired 
the great breeding bull Eventuation who in 
turn sired the International grand champion 
Eventuation of Page, the grandsire of this 
calf. Enticer 2d showed well for John Fitch 
and gave him the famous Evadell strain of 
females. Old Earl Marshall needs no intro- 
duction except to the recent adherents to 
the breed. It was he who lived to be some- 
thing over 18 years old and was active to 
the last few months when he died from an 


over a long period of years. His get and 
that of his son Blackcap Revolution domin- 
ated the show rings of America for many 
years. Blackcap Revolution produced three 
International grand champion sons. Qual- 
ity Prince was an indispensable breeding 
bull in so far as progress for the breed was 
concerned. 

Back of what can be seen in this tabula- 
tion are the combined efforts of Ballindal- 
loch, Mulben, Harviestoun and Knockanbuie, 
all important old country breeding plants. 
One might easily go on telling of the out- 
standing breeding animals in this tabula- 
tion. The Davidsons and their manager are 
to be congratulated upon being able to have 
a part in the production of this good calf 
for surely he will carry on. The Journal 
hopes from time to time to be able to pre- 
sent similar lesson studies thinking that 
they will be of some benefit to those inter- 
ested in producing better cattle.

Creep Feeding Calves ... 


To study the effect of feeding grain to 
heifer calves while they are nursing their 
dams as compared to feeding no grain to 
steer calves while nursing, where both lots 
of, calves are to be full-fed in the dry lot 
after weaning. It is hoped the study will 
answer these questions: 

1. Which method requires the least 

amount of grain to finish calves? 

2. Which method returns the greater 
profit per cow? 

3. Will this method offer an opportunity 
of realizing as much net return for 
the heifer calves as for the steer 
calves? 

A test of this practice, called creep feed- 
ing, was made during the years of 1933, ’34, 
35, ’36, and ’37. The results of the year 
1937-’38 follow. 

The calves from the experimental herd of 
twenty grade Hereford cows were divided 
as evenly as possible as to number, age, 
weight, and kind of dam into two lots and 
were grazed with their dams under similar 


conditions of pasture, water and shade. The ~ 


heifer calves had access to grain, in a self- 
feeder placed in a creep, throughout the 
summer, whereas the steer calves received 
no grain while nursing. All calves were 
weaned on October 5th, and placed in sepa- 
rate lots where the steer calves were full- 
fed for 183 days and the heifer calves for 


133 days.

SUMMARY 
A Comparison of Creep-Fed Heifers and 
Non Creep-Fed Steer Calves from 
Birth Date to Weaning Date 

1. In an 111 day experiment conducted 
at the Oklahoma Agricultural Experiment 
Station during the summer of 1937, heifer 
calves creep-fed while running with their 
dams on pasture were 43 pounds heavier, 
and enough fatter at weaning time to be 
valued $1.50 per hundred weight above simi- 
lar steer calves not creep-fed. 

. The creep-fed calves consumed an 
average of 0.97 pound of grain per head 
daily. The total value of the feed consumed 
was $1.71 per calf. 

3. The 43 pounds advantage in weight 
and the $1.50 per hundred weight advantage 
in appraised value would have more than 
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paid for the cost of the grain consumed by 
the creep-fed lot. Had the lots been sold at 
weaning time, at the appraised value, the 
creep-fed heifers would have shown a net 
return of $8.19 per head more than the non 
creep-fed steers. 

4. Trouble was experienced in getting the 
calves to eat oats. Due to a wet harvest, 
the oats used were slightly musty and the 
calves did not care for any mixture of grain 
that had oats in it. When the oats were re- 
moved and a mixture of ground shelled corn 
and wheat bran was used the calves ate 
readily. 

5. The mixture of equal parts ground 
shelled corn and wheat bran was fed for ten 
days. Ground shelled corn was used the re- 
mainder of the period and, beginning Sep- 
tember 15th, one pound of cottonseed meal 
was fed to each ten pounds of corn. 

6. The results of this phase of the ex- 
periment would indicate that creep feeding 
would generally be profitable for well bred 
calves that are to be sold for slaughter at 
weaning time or after a short (30-60 day) 
feeding period.

Finishing Creep-Fed Heifer and Non Creep-

1. In this trial the creep-fed heifer 
calves required 50 days less time, 5 bushels 
less corn, 4.75 bushels less oats and 50 
pounds less cottonseed meal per head to pro- 
duce choice carcasses than similar steer 
calves not creep-fed. 

2. The creep-fed heifer calves gained an 
average of 2.16 pounds throughout an 133 
day feeding period, whereas the non creep- 
fed steer calves gained 2.37 pounds for an 
183 day period. 

8. At the end of the first sixty days the 
heifer calves averaged 0.23 pound more gain 
per head per day than the steer calves and 
required but little more feed per unit of 
gain.

Some Suggested Systems of Aberdeen-Angus Rearing on N. Y. Farms 


Few people seem to realize exactly the 
place on New York State farms, the advo- 
cates of beef cattle as a diversification, 
would wish these animals to occupy. Much 
of the information from which conclusions 
have been drawn is based entirely on corn- 
belt conditions with corn-belt feeds used on 
corn-belt farms, and the animals sold under 
corn-belt conditions. It is hard to under- 
stand why beef cattle raised on New York 
State farms fed New York State feeds to 
be sold on New York State markets, do not 
receive some share of the consideration. 
Certain it is, much of the information re- 
ceived from the first-mentioned conditions 
is in no way applicable in this state, and 
anyone acquainted with the beef business 
here in this state knows this to be the case. 
As a matter of fact, the very use of much of 
this information in this state is proof posi- 
tive that there is great lack of information 
along this line. 

The relative scarcity of what is in many 
cases the main crop on corn-belt farms—

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corn—certainly suggests that other possi- 
bilities may at least be tried. What are 
some of these possibilities which will make 
greater use of. our New York State pastures 
and hays, and at the same time leave the 
corn-belt farmer unhampered in his chosen 
feeding practices? 

First, shall we mention the raising of 
feeder calves to six or seven months of age, 
to sell direct from the cow to the man who 
is looking for feeder steers. The feed of 
the cows is about two tons each of second 
quality mixed hay during the winter and 
six to seven months on pasture. The state- 
ment that the average pasture season is 
but five months may be true with dairy 
cattle, but is contrary to all practical ex- 
perience so far as beef cattle are concerned. 
The annual cow depreciation is small be- 
cause of the length of life and salvage 
value, and so is the expense of bull service, 
and since only an open shed is needed for 
shelter, buildings need cost very little. 

The spring-born calves simply run on the 
grass with their mothers and hence labor 
is minimum. The call for good native 
feeders is so constant that there seems very 
little immediate danger of lack of demand. 

The second choice is but a continuation of 
the first. Instead of the calves being sold, 
they are carried through the first winter 
on what corn silage and mixed hay they 
will eat, and in addition fed some one-half 
pound of grain per 100 pounds of live 
weight—roughly 500 pounds of grain con- 
taining some 10 per cent of a protein-rich 
supplement. Then when they are about one 
year of age, or at least when grass comes— 
they are turned on pasture and remain 
there all year until about the first of Sep- 
tember, or better earlier if one has thresh- 
ed. Then they are taken to the barn and 
given a full feed of fattening grain for some 
60 to 90 days depending on the market 
where they are to be sold. During this time 
they should gain two to two and one-half 
pounds per steer daily and be sold as dry 
fed steers at a time when, in the main, the 
market is receiving grassers. Roughly, one- 
half to three-fourths of a ton of grain is 
required to put an economical finish on 
well-pastured native steers. It will not put 
sufficient finish on western steers. By this 
means relatively greater use is made of pas- 
ture and roughage, but the investment is for 
a longer time. 

The third system is the production of 
usually called “baby beef.” This system 
requires that the calves be fed a mixture 
of such feeds as coarsely ground corn and 
oats in a “creep” in a field. The calves will 
rarely start to eat much before July 1st 
and in the succeeding three and one-half 
months will average some two pounds per 
calf daily or roughly 200 pounds of gain 
per calf. Under these conditions the calf 
fill be 75 to 100 pounds heavier at weaning 
and furthermore will have made this gain 
more cheaply than he will gain at any sub- 
sequent period. 

He will be weaned about October 15th, if 
born before May 15th, and then will be fed 
all the coarsely ground fattening grain he 
will eat, to which has been added some 15 
per cent of a protein-rich supplement. Of 
course, he will be fed what corn silage and 
legume hay he will readily eat, but under 
no condition must we imagine we will 


cheapen the ration with roughage without 
cheapening the calf. 

Under such conditions on the average he 
will eat a total of 2250 pounds of grain 
equivalent. By that is meant that while he 
will eat a small amount of silage and hay,

Next was the exhibition of the Aberdeen- 
Angus, and we saw one of the herd sires at 
blakeford in Brigadier of Bordulac, a bull 
that many remember in the 1936 shows 
This young bull was bred by Hanna Stock 
Farm at Bordulac, North Dakota, and is sir- 
ed by Revolution of Page 43d, one of the 
great breeding bulls of the breed.

W. L. Henning secretary for the American 
Southdown Breeders’ Association was then 
presented and he too responded with an ex- 
cellent talk about his particular breed. He 
mentioned that Southdowns were strong in 
selection, strong in care and strong In 
breeding and that for such reasons had the 
breed made such commendable progress 1n 
this country. His comments upon the Blake- 
ford flock were of a nature that we all real- 
ized the sheep at Blakeford were anything 
but inferior to the other breeds of live stock 
being bred.

Northeast Mississippi Live Stockh Sho, 


By Bill Barton. 

(The Journal begs leave to present this 
belated report of the Northeast Mississippi 
show held at West Point, Mississippi, April 
5th to 7th. Mr. Barton sent it in along with 
some other information and unfortunately 
this portion of the report became misfiled, 
showing up after the June issue had gone to 
press. So we beg pardon not only of Mr. 
Barton but those who put on the show as 
well.—Editor. ) 

The Show. 

Amidst semi-tropical weather conditions, 
including both heat and rain, the first 
Northeast Mississippi Live Stock show got 
under way on Tuesday morning, April 5th. 
Most of Tuesday was devoted to judging 
contests between the varicus 4-H and F. F. 
A. clubs of the district. 


Beginning at 10 o’clock on Wednesday the 
fat steer classes were led out. Dr. M Jacob 
of the University of Tennessee acted as 
judge in all classes. 


In the first class for steer calves weighing over 
750 pounds all breeds competing, there were seven 
entries, four Aberdeen-Angus, one Hereford, and three 
crossbreds. First in the class was won by little Robert 
Bond, an eight year old 4-H club boy from Benton 
county on purebred Aberdeen-Angus steer, bred by 
Aldrich Bros., cf Michigan City, Mississippi. Nelson 
Shaul, of Noxubee ecunty was second with his Here- 
ford; C. T. Lowery, Jr., Benton county, third with 
an Aberdeen-Angus ; Homer McKenzie, fourth with an 
Aberdeen-Angus; and Mixon Milsaps, Clay county, 
fifth with an Aberdeen-Angus. 

Class two for 750 pounds or under, there were 26 
entered with Herefords predominating. 

Champion Club steer was won by Robert Bond on 
his Aberdeen-Angus calf weighing 1020 pounds. 

County Groups of 5: First place, Benton county on 
Aberdeen-Angus; Second place, Clay county four 
Aberdeen-Angus and one Hereford; Third place, Clay 
county two Aberdeen-Angus and three Herefords.
